The activities of this Com- 
mittee provide for a program of 
contests in every Alberta school 
room, designed to stimulate in- 
terest in citizenship and War 
Finance, are now being arranged 
by the Education Section of the 
War Finance Committee of Al- 
berta. Present plans call for 
contests in all rooms from grade 
four to grade twelve, inclusive. 
Successive eliminations will be 
held in War Finance Units and 
Divisions until the finals are 
reached. A system of awards 
for winners will be announced 
later, together with arrangements 
for the appearance by leading 
contestants on public platforms 
and on radio programs. Educa- 
tional material now being pre. 
pared for distribution to the 
schools, will include information 
on current affairs, citizenship, 
and general knowledge, as well 
as the important facts about the 
Seventh Victory Loan. Teachers 
and parents will recognize the 
educational value of this work; 
in addition, its value in spread- 
ing knowledge of War Finance 
is of the greatest importance at 


the present time and for the 
future, 
Mr. Duncan Innes has been 


appointed as Supervisor of this 
program. Mr. Innes has been a 
school teacher in Edmonton for 
a number of years, and has been 
associated with various kinds of 
educational work. 

He is particularly well fitted 
to direct these contests and it is 
hoped that War Finance Com- 
mittees, trustees, teachers and 
school superintendents will give 
their full support to this under.

FALL CULTIVATION 


The generous rains of this past 
summer brought forth a large 
growth of weeds, Many of these 
weed plants unfortbnately set to 
seed before harvest, and so the 
weed seeds have been distributed 
on the land. Many combines, too, 
are not equipped with weed seed- 
saving devices, and so combines 
also have scattered weed seeds over 
the fields. 


Light fall cultivation will cause 
quantities of these weed seeds to 
germinate, The eold winter will 
kill many of the young tender weed 
plants, and next spring additional 
quantities can be killed by a simple 
stroke of the cultivator or disc be- 
fore sowing. 

This essential and valuable light 


fall cultivation should be done as 
quickly as porcible after hvest, 


For the control of perennial weeds 
deeper tillage or ploughing will re- 
duce the vigour of these plints and 
so will help to coutrol them 

Mr, G, E, DeLong, Cerealist and 
Plant Breeder of the Dominion Ex- 
perimeatal Station, Lacombe, has 
made many experiments with weed 
control methods; he strongly rec- 
ommends and urges such light fall 
cultivation for control of annual 
weeds, and fall ploughing wherever 
perennials abound in the fields, 

Competent investigators estimate 
that the yield of prairie erops is re- 
duced abeut 20% by weeds, Any 
efforts, therefore, that farmers can 
make to reduce weed growth would 
certainly be a profitable expenditure 
of energy on their part,
